KNOWN A S ‘POET OFTHE SIERRAS’ 


More Than 500 Persons Attend Cere­ 


mony in Picturesque Hills Near 
Oakland, Paying Last Re­ 


spect to the Poet. 


Oakland, Cal.. May 27.—The ashes 


of the late Joaquin Miller, “ poet of 
the Sierras.” were scattered Sunday 
among the flames of a funeral pyre 
that had been built by the poet s own 
bands. The ceremony was held at tile 
Miller home. The Heights, situated 
iii the picturesque hills near Oakland. 
The Bohemian club of San Francis­ 
co was iii charge of the rites, which 
were witnessed by more than 5PO per­ 
sons. including the poet’s widow* and 
daughter, Juanita, 
and 
many 
old- 
time friends. 
The services were short hut im­ 
press and were in 
accordance with 
Miller’s wishes. 
At their conclusion. 
Colonel John Irish. Oakland, mounted 
the steps of the pyre. 
‘This.’ said 
Irish, “is not an occasion for mourn­ 
ing. hut for rejoicing. 
We are here 
not to mourn the death of Joaquin 
Miller, hut to rejoice that through hi? 
genius he still lives.” 
Colonel Irish then applied a toeh to 
oil-soaked fagots on the pyre. 
As the 
flames shot upward, he took the cop­ 
per urn iii which was the poet’s ashes 
and gave them to the fire. 
Instantly 
a jealous wind whipped 
the 
ashes 
from Hie flames and bore them away. 
A chorus of sixty voices of the Bo­ 
hemian club sang ‘Goodby,” a poem 
of Miller’s. 
The exercises began with a brief 
speech by C. K. Field, president, of 
the Bohemian club. 
Prof. William 
Cannes of the University of Califor ­ 
nia made tile principal address.

Be sure the eggs for hatching are 
never chilled. 
Keep the house free of draughts and 
keep a good clean litter to scratch in. 
There is no need of a male bird if 
you are keeping hens for eggs alone. 
Take good care of the stock you 
have and you can develop it into good 
hardy stock. 
It is a good plan to occasionally 
scald the dropping boards and roosts 
with boiling water. 
(rive the hens a chopped onion oc­ 
casionally in tho mash. 
It is excellent 
as a disease preventative. 
If the rooster is old do not have too 
many hens in the breeding pen if 
you expect the eggs to hatch. 
Study your birds closely and learn 
their habits. 
The better you know' 
them the better success you will have. 
Soft-shelled eggs are often caused 
by fowls being confined, 
becoming 
overfat, and from lack of mineral m at­ 
ter. 
The incubator should be located in 
a room where the tem perature does 
not vary much during the day or 
night.

^lien steady warm th is an imperative 
condition of success. 
Dust the hen with insect p o ld e r 
before sitting, and twice more while 
hatching, then chicks will not be full 
of Roe to begin with. 
For early hatches it is best to give 
not more than eleven eggs to a hen, 
or those on the outer edge may be­ 
come exposed and chilled.

WHAT TO FEED THE POULTRY 


Birds Should Be Confined to Slart-Bot- 
tomed Coop W ith the Idea of 
Preventing Exercise. 


(By W. A. LIPPINCOTT.) 
The following is an excellent ration 
for fattening poultry: 
I part corn meal, 
I part oat flour, 
I part barley meal, 
I part beef scrap, 
8 parts butterm ilk or skim * milk. 
This makes w hat is canari 
slop 
feed, as it is thin enough to pour. The 
best feeding result are five «or six in 
number, are placed in a rflat coop. 
The bottom is of lattice work, and 
that makes it self-cleaning. 
There is 
plenty of room in the coopv but the 
idea is to prevent exercise. 
The crate should be put in a pro­ 
tected place, but not in. a house. 
Un­ 
der a tree or at the side of a build­ 
ing is a good place, if it is w here oth­ 
er fowls cannot mutest them . 
They 
are given no food 
for 
twenty-four 
hours pervious to the feeding period, 
which should last from two to three 
weeks. 
The milk will be sufficient to 
allay their thirst. 
Feeding in this 
way has brought gains of from 25 to 
85 per cent. 
It costs from five to 
seven cents* worth of grain to put on 
a pound of gain 
But lf it did not pay 
from a feeding standpoint it would 
in other ways, for the flesh of a bird 
fattened in this way is far better, being 
much whiter in appearance and more 
juicy and much more palatable. 
For laying fowls, im’ik furnishes the 
animal protein that is necessary. 
In 
this way it takes the place of beef 
scraps, which is a packing house prod­ 
uct and somewhat expensive.

Best Method Is to 
Keep 
Substance 
Before A n im a ls at All T im es— 
Only Mineral Needed. 


Sheep on pasture are often neglect­ 
ed as far as salting is concerned. They 
are either salted irregularly or not at 
all. 
When salt is not supplied to 
them in sufficient 
quantities 
they 
crave it intensely, and. as has been 
demonstrated by experiments, will not 
make the gains nor grow the wool 
they will if properly salted, says the 
National Stockman. Salt is often con­ 
sidered a seasoning for the food of 
> animals and not an essential. 
It is 
the only mineral which 
ordinarily 
Steeds to be supplied to livestock. No 
sheep can do its best without enough 
salt. 
Salting every few' days is sufficient 
for the needs of the sheep, but it is 
nu' as good a method as keeping salt 
before the sheep all 
the 
time, as 
when a rush of work conies or a vis­ 
iting time comes salting the sheep is 
one of the things neglected. 
When 
sail is given after a period of neglect 
* the sheep are so eager for it that they 
take too much and large quantities of 
waler are needed to wash it out of 
the system, some of this being drawn 
from the tissues of the body to the 
detriment of the sheep.

GROWING RED CLOVER CROP 


Must Not Be Looked Upon as Cure-— 
All for Farm Troubles— Humus 
Is Important Factor. 


The 
production 
of clover is tho 
foundation of agriculture in the east­ 
ern and north central states, writes 
J. M. Westgate and F. ll. Hillm an. 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture, as upon its successful growth 
depends to a large extent the main­ 
tenance of the nitrogen content of the 
soils in the principal vop-producing 
sections.

Its roots 
do add large quantities of the very 
valuable nitrogen and humus to the 
soil, but aside from bringing up a 
limited supply of phosphoric acid and 
potash from the low’er layers of the 
soil it does not add the other impor­ 
tant fertilizer elements to the soil up­ 
on which it grows; upon many soils 
these 
elements 
(particularly 
phos­ 
phoric acid) must be added the same 
as though no clover was being grown 
upon them. 
So long as the soil is fairly well sup­ 
plied with humus, and it is not too 
greatly depleted of the ordinary fer­ 
tilizer elements, there is usually no 
difficulty 
in 
obtaining 
successful 
stands of clover by the ordinary meth­ 
ods of seeding; but when continued 
cropping reduces the humus content 
of the soil to a point below that re­ 
quired for successful clover produc­ 
tion it becomes necessary necessary 
to adopt radical means to restore the 
ground to its proper condition. 
It bas been repeatedly shown that 
the failure of the clover in a section 
is but a prophecy of the early failure 
of other leading crops in that particu­ 
lar section. 
The substitution of alsike 
for ordinary red clover to be contin­ 
ued in the rotation on some 
soils 
which no longer grow the ordinary red 
clover. 
The lack of humus in the soil 
is the most potent, factor in the fail­ 
ure of red clover in the sections, but 
other factors, such as too acid a sod 
and the presence of funguoiis diseases 
or insect enemies, must aiso be over­ 
come. 
Lim ing and proper drainage 
will 
overcome the soil acidity. 
The insect 
and fungous diseases may be beld in 
check by clipping or cutting at the 
proper time, and by furnishing the 
proper soil conditions to produce a 
crop so vigorous that it will succeed 
in spite of the enemies which prove 
troublesome to less vigorous stands.

Cucumbers. 


One of the most satisfactory vege­ 
tables for the small garden is the cu­ 
cumber. 
It is easy to grow, bears pro­ 
fusely, and almost everyone likes it. 
Eight or ten plants properly tended 
w ill furnish all of the fruit that the 
average family can consume and there 
will be lots of surplus cucumbers to 
pickle, as well. 
They are planted by seed as soon 
as the spring weather is reasonably 
settled .'Hid tho first edible cucumbers 
may be counted on about ninety days 
after planting. 
The first important consideration is 
the soil. 
Cucumbers, like all of the 
cucurbitaceae, love a light mellow soil 
and a sunny location. 
They belong 
to 
a 
semi-tropical 
desert 
class 
of 
plants and sunshine is much more 
important than water, although both 
are necessary. 
The soil immediately 
adjacent to the seed Hill should be 
very rich with well rotted compost or 
manure. An excellent plan is to dig 
out the soil to a depth of eighteen 
inches and fill in with compost and 
richer soil. 
A fine mixture is one part 
wood ashes, two parts sand, one part 
manure and two parts rotted sod or 
black loam. 
W here space is unimportant, plant 
the seeds In bills six or eight feet 
apart, twelve seeds to the hill. 
Plant 
an inch deep and firmly cover the 
seeds. 
If desired, a box frame may be 
placed about eacji hill and a pane of 
glass fitted over it. 
This will force 
the growth and enables one to plant a 
month earlier than is otherwise pos­ 


sible. 
It will also protect the plants 
from the striped beetle, but care must 
be taken that the glass is raised when 
; the sun is hot, or trouble will result. 
W here used with late plantings and 
for protection from bugs only, it is 
better to replace the glass with cotton 
cloth. 
Remove the boxes as soon as the 
plants send out runners and thin out 
to the four sturdiest plants in each 
hill. 
The striped beetle is the only 
! serious pest and must 
be 
guarded 
against. 
It attacks the young plants 


I at the ground line just before they 
j run. 
If boxing is not resorted to, it 
is a good plan to keep the plants and 
the 
surrounding 
ground 
sprinkled 
with powdered white hellebore. 
An­ 
other old-fashioned remedy is a thin 
plaster of cow manure 
over 
both 
plants and soil. 
Do not thin out any 
plants until danger from bugs is past. 


Tho usual plan is to let the vines 
grow over the ground at their own 
sweet will. 
The better way, espe­ 
cially for the small city garden, is to 
train them up on a trellis or wood 
and 
wire 
framework. 
This 
saves 
ground and improves the fruit as the 
sun gets a better chance 
and 
the 
vines are not crushed in gathering 
the cucumbers. 
Cut off yellow leaves 
with sharp shears and always cut the 
fruit off instead of pulling or twist­ 
ing it. 
Frequent applications of liquid ma­ 
nure to the roots will work wonders 
and this practice cannot be too highly 
recommended for all the later garden 
plants. 
W hite Spine and Long Green 
are excellent American varieties.

Boston, May 27.— Tile defense 
in 
the Wood trial showed its hands for 
the first time yesterday when it got 
into the records evidence that Fred­ 
erick E. Atteaux, the recipient of the 
American Woolen Co.’s checks, was 
legitimately employed 
by the com­ 
pany and was not as the state alleges. 
a conspirator with President W illiam 
M. Wood ami Dennis J. 
Collins in 
"planting” 
dynamite 
at 
Lawrence 
during the textile strike. 
Cross-examined 
by 
counsel 
for * 
Wood. Treasurer W illiam H. Dwelly, 
jr, of the woolen company, who testi­ 
fied Friday to checks given to A t­ 
teaux in consideration of “ expenses 
incurred relative to the strike,” testi­ 
fied that Atteaux acted as a mes­ 
senger between 
Wood and various 
j agents of the company on perfectly 
proper matters. 
Dwelly further testi­ 
fied that Atteaux did not wish to re­ 
move the reimbursement, but it was 
forced upon him by Wood, who had 
said that he did not w ish to be under 
obligation to the dye manufacturer. 
District Attorney Pelletier repeat­ 
edly objected to this testimony, but 
was overruled. W hen he got a chance 
he asked the witness why his mem­ 
ory of the relations between Wood 
and Atteaux was so much better yes­ 
terday than last Friday. 
Dwelly re­ 
plied that he would have told the 
whole story under direct examination 
if he had not been interrupted by the 
prosecutor. 
Dwelly said that both the executive 
committee and the board of directors 
of the wolen company voted last De­ 
cember that the company should de­ 
fray 
the 
expenses 
of 
President 
Wood’s defense, but no payment on 
that account had yet been made. 
Cross-examined by Henry F. Hurl- 
1 nut. the witness explained the com­ 
pany’s methods of drawing checks. 
Hp produced memoranda and bank 
sheets to indicate that the transact­ 
ions in which the 
Atteaux checks 
figured were properly recorded 
on 
the company’s hooks and that no at­ 
tempt was made to conceal the pay­ 
ments. 
Vouchers hearing Wood’s approval 
and indicating 
other 
payments on 
March 22, 1912, on account of the 
strike were introduced. 
One showed 
that W illiam B. Butler, former pres­ 
ident of the state senate and a well- 
known lawyer and textile manufac­ 
turer, received $14,410, and Powers & 
Hall, the law' firm of which Samuel L. 
Powers, one of Wood’s counsel is a 
member, received $19,905. 
The three defendants are charged 
with having conspired with John J. 
Preen and Ernest W . Pitm an to place 
tho 
dynamite. 
Collins 
and Breen 
have 
admitted 
their 
participation, 
Breen declaring that Atteaux paid for 
the work and that Pitman, who killed 
himself at the beginning of the grand 
jury investigation, furnished the ex­ 


plosive. 
Federal Judge 
John 
G. 
Crosby, 
presiding, has ruled that the testi­ 
mony of one conspirator against an­ 
other is not co m p etent unless cor­ 
roborated by some person not a party 
to the alleged plot. 
Corroboration of 
Breen’s story 
of 
Pitm an’s part in 
the affair was furnished by W illiam 
H. Rice, a quarryman, but Breen’s 
charges against Atteaux remained un 
supported when the session opened 


yesterday.
